IV. - NEST BREMEN... September 1939-June 1%L « 

Immediately after the outbreak of war Nest Bremen was given ..the pri- 
ority^ assignment of obtaining detailed intelligence regarding foreign

Through the recruitment of members of orews of Portuguese vessels, GRIMM 
organised a courier system of communications with outlying agents.

No at Brenen’ a aohiovenents were undoubtedly considerable during HffilFFER’s 







terb. of offiae as Loiter, although the ultimata value of the intelligent^ 
procured canfiot be judged. jPHEIEEER showed great initiative, was ex— 
trenely industrious, and sustained considerable enthusiasm far his v/ork. 

The succeeding Le iters lacked inspiration and indeed, most of the good 
qualities shown by PHEIFFER, and DRIEESEN in particular 'gave the appeal 
ance of being entirely apathetic towards his duties. 

The development of agent networks after HffilFIER's departure in May 
1940 "Etas achieved largely by virtue of the extensive business connections, 
possessed by BENSMANN and the industry and intelligence which BISCHGFF 
brought to his work, but both these officers lacked the authority and ex“ 
perience afHffili'i'dH. Had. they possessed these qualities, and had BENSMaNN 
been less pre-oooupied with his own business interests, they would no doubt 
have been able to carry out the various projects, notably in Prance and 
the Iberian Peninsula, with a greater measure of suooess . 

Another factor which handicapped the Nest * s undertakings was the., poor 
standard .Of; its agents, a disadvantage reflected in the Majority of the 
Abwehr and .Mil* : Amt undertakings. Many of the agents possessed, a low 
degree of intelligence, and almost oil worked for mercenary rather than 
ideological motives* As more and more men become incorporated in Germany’s 
armed forces the bhcLce of reofuits available to the Nest became increasingly 
smaller and the recruits were not of the type to mak e enterprising or loyal 
agent3 . 

The history of Nest Bremen shows a gradual but continual decline in 
success and enterprise which dates from the auttimn of 194-2* when the 
GIOVANNI network was liquidated by the Port^iesei 

Nevertheless., in its primary function, that of collecting naval and 
Shipping intelligence on behalf of Abteilung HI, Nest Bremen, conspicuous 
■ among. Abwehrstell an operating against the Western Allies* achieved results 
of value and won considerable credit for its leaders;
